From the above table it will be seen that 
1. No sessions of school were lost. 


2. The number of pupils registered, and the average mem- 
bership have increased slightly. 
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3. There is considerable drop in the pecentage of attend- 
ance, partly caused by illness of pupils. Parents can assist 
in getting a better percentage by regularly keeping their 
children in school when there is no illness. Only a day now 
.and then increases the total absence. 


4. The lower amount of tardiness is gratifying. Nearly 
all the tardiness was at Baker Hill.

The number of pupils enrolled in the public schools of the 
district was 61. The number of pupils residing in the district, 
but attending public schools outside the district was 15, dis- 
tributed as follows: Newport high, 6; Sunapee high, 2; Sun- 
apee elementary, 1; Warner high, 6. This makes a total of 
76 pupils residing in the district and attending public schools, 
an increase of 14 over last year.
